This drawing course has been a bless- 
ing to our school, tor many a youth 
who would otherwise have been forced 
through the Latin division as through 
a knothole has found i.i the drawing 
room a scope for his taste by which li<« 
has gained a practical knowledge that 
Borne day may be of unto.'d value to the 
profession. 


The rhetorical exercises, tbe High 


school yE0i»',and scientific experiments 
were mentioned by the speaker. 
"Finally we entered upon our Senior 
yt.ir. It wag lii.tle wp though; ct the 
possibility of any thing but ilic." Oak- 
land High school building for our-

that statesmtn, therefore we insist 
that the sttilesmiiu c.ust ben greater 
benefactor of his country than the 
soldier; and here, for the present, vpe 
rest our case.

From Mr. Price's argument for the 


negative is gleaned the following: 


The statesman, turned now in this 


direction and now in that, by the ca- 
prices of himself and friends, plunges 
his country in a n;a:;e of difficulties, 
from which the soldier is the only one 
who can extricate it. War is a means 
of subdt'ini* barbarous tribes, and in 
their places plantinn progressive civili- 
zations. In the case of our own coun- 
try, after we had become an indeppnd- 
ent nation, wars were waged against 
the Indians to protect the lives and 
property of the white men. Had. those 
ware never been waged the country 
would have been an unbroken wilder- 
ness, with the wigwams of the Indian 
dotting the site or our largest cities. 


A nation's only defense against the 
rest of the world is wur. Her only 
surety that she will be respected by 
other nations is her military power. 
This is the one thing that year after 
year preserves tiie unity of a nation. 
The soldier, outside of thu Christian re- 
licion, is the most effective agent in 
advancing the civilization of the woild.

made use of the following argument: 


The duties of the statesman is to 


make laws; to prevent the ulrong from 
oppressing the weak, and to maintain 
order. 


The soldier may be likened to the 
arm of a nation, tbe statesman to its 
head. Take away the arm, lift con- 
tinues, but remove tbe head, and life 
censes. 


So it is with a nation. Take away 
its soldiers and it will continue to thrive 
and flourish, but take anay the states- 
man and it will fall into decav and 
ruin.
